6 AUTHORIZED GENERAL ELECTRIC DISTRIBUTOR 
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— MOUNTAIN RESCUE: Mr. Ed Cornfeld, a Denver resident, while visiting Colorado 
Springs September 19, 1976, motored to the 12,500 foot level on the Pikes 
Peak Toll Road to hike in the area. Heavy clouds obscured the area. The 
victim, while attempting to return to his vehicle, apparently wandered, 
stumbled, and fell to a ledge located on the upper portion of the Bottomless 
Pit drop-off--a sheer jagged cliff about 1300 feet high. 

Hung up and immobile on the ledge, Mr. Cornfeld suffered for almost 
2 1/2 days with a compound fracture of the left leg, contusions, frostbite, 
shock, and no food. What little water he could get was obtained by soaking 
a handkerchief into a nearby snow-runoff trickle. 

The victim was rescued by the El Paso and Arapahoe counties Search 
and Rescue teams in cooperation with U.S. Army Medical Helicopter teams 
stationed at Fort Carson. All rescue and support units were interspersed 
with amateur operators. 

Support communications were provided by amateur radio operators in 
Denver, Colorado Springs, and the rescue area. Amateur radio operators 
organized and manned a continuous two meter net from 1100 hours Sept 20 
until 1700 hours, Sept 21, utilizing Pikes Peak FM Association 37/97 and 
16/76 repeaters, and the Telestar 87/27 repeater. 

The victim was found by Larry Rice WB@KDN and Barry Mitchell W8LWM/@, 
members of the El Paso County Search and Rescue Team, aided by his faint 
cries for help during the afternoon and night of Sept 20. 

Three rock climbing rescue teams rappelled 1000 feet to the stricken 
man and then lowered him by rope in’a litter to the cliff base another 
800 feet below, where he was taken to a waiting Army helicopter, and 
finally to St. Franeis Hospital in Colorado Springs. 

Throughout the operation amateur radio operators provided communica- 
tions between and among public service agencies, relatives of the victim 
and his rescuers, military units on the ground and in the air, and the 
victim's attendants. The victim was provided several phone patches to 
his wife and son, the second being to his wife in Denver (via WBZKDN and 
K@HPF) while being lowered the remaining 800 feet to the cliff base. 

This was the wife's first news of her husband's rescue. 

Eighteen amateurs were directly involved in the incident, with many 

more monitoring, “standing by, and cooperating with the repeater nets.

(I think we are lucky to have Larry and Barry involved both in radio 
and in the search and rescue team. It provides us an open door for in- 
volvement and helping. Barry presented an appeal at the October meeting 
for individuals who are interested to contact him and become involved with 
Search and Rescue in an organized, trained fashion. Our involvement with 
them (operating their radio equipment as well as ours) means more team 
members are able to do the searching. Please contact Barry through the 
El Paso County Sheriff in you are interested.--Ed.) 


ANOTHER S&R: As some of you know, Search and Rescue called out the amateurs 
about two weeks ago for a search in the Garden of the Gods area for eight 
juveniles that were lost. I was very impressed with the reaction and the 
number of amateurs that heard the call and came out. The juveniles were 
found almost immediately--within 30 minutes after we were called. 
And although the amateur help was cancelled, the response was very 

— heart-warming. I know that if we get into another situation of this type 
that the amateurs will be of extreme help. As folks from the Search and 
Rescue Team have been discussing, this will release the search and rescuers 
for searching rather than operating the radio equipment.

REPEATER NEWS: In Cripple Creek WSWDF is now building a remote link for 
the 37/97 to go on Mt. Pisgah. Remote links are also being built in 
Walzenburg and Longmont. There are three more frequencies available for 
remote links and suggestions and help are sought. We hope to get a couple 
on the Continental Divide. 

I was listening to the repeater the other day and heard a couple 
amateurs discussing breakers on the repeater. I would like to express my 
comments. It has been the rule of the FM Committee that all breakers should 
be acknowledged and their traffic handled immediately without any delay 
whatsoever, keeping in mind that we have a repeater that covers four states, 
has a range of over 250 miles in any one direction, and serves a lot of 
people in and around several major cities. There is a terrific potential 
to pick up emergency traffic on this repeater. Therefore the users should 
leave a little bit of time between conversations for somebody to break in. 
I have heard people that have tried to break in and were unable to with 
weak power. I have heard conversations where there was no chance to break 
in. At least wait. one second. This allows the repeater to drop out and 
reset the timer, and someone will be able to break in. ; 

This policy also applies to the 16/76 machine, which is down right 
now. The transmitter (a major source of headaches in the last year) is 
going to be replaced with a brand new transmitter. I also heard comments 
the other day that we should dig into our wealthy pockets, throw the whole 
repeater away, and replace it with an all-solid state repeater. So far we 
haven't found any all-solid state repeaters for $100. Possibly one of these 
days--keep your fingers crossed. The 16/76 repeater will be linked into 
450 here on the ground and cooked the rest of this month and probably the 
first part of next month before it's put on the mountain, attempting to get 
all of Murphy's Law out of it, which is almost impossible anyway.

Twenty folks 
attended and Rick Simpson W@UZP presided. Our communication resources 
were listed as repeaters, SSB (HF and VHF), RTTY, experienced amateurs, 
peripheral equipment, and computers. Goals were established as: 1) to 
develop an instantaneous emergency communication service capable of oper- 
ating on sustained emergency power from within Teller and El Paso counties;
